The Debt Squabble 


The action of France in seeking to smooth the way for the 


funding of her debt to the United States has raised a veritable 
storm of criticism on the other side of the Atlantic. Great Britain 
is particularly aroused for she claims that if France can make ar- 
rangements to pay the United Slates she can arrange to pay Great 
Britain and officials high up in the British government have in- 
dicated that if France succeeds in funding her debt to the United 
States that Great Britain will take steps to have the term concern- 
ing her payments to the United States modrfied to accord with 
the terms France is successful in making.

Americans have been congratulating themselves one having 


virtually stopped immigration. America, they have fondly thought, 
has a chance at last to become a land of natives. But this com- 
placent view gets a'severe jolt in the statement of. Secretary of 
Labor Davis in Buenos Aires, that 850,000 immigrants have 
sneaked into the country in the last year. 


In addition to those entering, by legitimate channels, this 


would make a gain of nearly'1,'000,000 a year. It is as many "raw 
citizens" as entered in the days when we- left the immigration 
gales wide open. 


Is'the situation really so bad? Is our immigration law failing 


far more than our prohibition law?

The four-in-hand, being perfectly 
plain, say, navy-blue or dark-green, the accompanying pin 
stands out smartly, though not conspicuously. 


It is not longer the fashion to have the stem of a scarf-pin 


show, as-,this exposes too much metal and, besides, tears the 
delicate silk needlessly. Only -the head of the pin shoald be re- 
vealed. A single jewel, such as as a pearl, is to be preferred to 
-cluster effects which are too ornate and obtrusive. If- you are 
partial to a pin, let it be as simple in stone-and setting as possible. 
If it is an heirloom that you prize for .its memories, have it re- 
mounted in a modern design, f9r an old-fashioned pin stamps the 
wearer as one living in a vanished generation.

and with .formal afternoon dress—the cutaway coat and its ac- 
cessories.
